Reilly Overruled. 

Reilly objected, but was overruled. 

The other man, Miss Alexander 
went on, was “diagonally in back of 
Dr. Condon. 

Q. What attracted your attention 
to the gentleman who you say was 
watching Dr. Condon? A. The fact 
that he was very obviously watching 
him, very significantly. 

Reilly again was overruled on an 
objection to the reply. 

“Two or three evenings later“ she 
saw the watcher again, she said, walk- 
ing at Fordhan road and Webster 
avenue.

which the expert once scrutinized. 

Fisch, who died in Germany of tu- 
berculosis, is a focal point of the de- 
fense case. Reilly says he will show 
it was Fisch who wrote the ransom 
notes; Fisch who collected the 350, 
000 while the Lindbergh baby lay in 
a shallow grave. 

Stein’s Testimony. — 

Stein, the second handwriting wit- 
ness today, testified: 

“My opinion is that the writer wha 
wrote the Bruno Richard Hauptmann 


writings—that is, the request and con- 
ceeded writings—also wrote the ransom 
notes,” 

Like Osborn, he went carefully over 
the ransom notes and the Hauptmann 


script, pointing out alleged similarity 
after similarity. 

The ninth day of the trial otherwise 
was marked by a strike of messenger 
boys who carry newspaper copy an 
by the withdrawal of two handwriting 
experts from the defense staff. 

Reilly said the experts, Samuel C.

The chirographer, a red-faced, be- 
spectacled man of middle age, ex- 
plained at length the basis for his 
conclusions. n 

“There has been some peculiar mis- 
spelling,” he said. “Of course some 
words have been spelled correctly and 
incorrectly respectively in the two sets. 
But there is a decided similarity. 

He detailed much the same explana- 
tion as that given Friday by Osborn. 

He said he had looked for similari- 
ties in misspelling, grammar, word 
formation, and letter formation in the 
two sets, the writing in the ransom 
notes and Hauptmann’s writing, 10 
warrant his callidg the two identical. 

Just before the noon recess was 
taken, a series of photographic charts 
prepared pA Stein were admitted as 
evidence. ey showed writting speci- 
mens from the ransom notes and 
Hauptmann’s writings. 

The recess was taken at 12:33 p. m. 

Courtroom Jammed. 

The courtroom seemed more crowa- 
ed as the time for the start of the 
afternoon session approached. 

Stein resumed the stand and six 
illustrations of characters in the ran- 
som notes were passed among the 


jury. 

Stein at Lanigan’s direction, began 
to point out why he believed Haupt- 
mann wrote the ransom notes. 

He pointed out in the photographic 
charts that both Hauptmann’s and 
the ransom writing “contain words 
misspelled and words arranged in in- 
correct order.” 

There was no question and answer, 
Lanigan allowing Stein to continue his 
observations without interruption. 

“The first illustration is an illus- 
tration of the spelling of the word 
“not” as “note.” This word standing 
alone would be read at the word 
„note.“ 

Stein pointed out that both the 
Hauptmann writing and the ransom 
notes spelled not“ as note.“ 

“This spelling of not, n-o-t-e-, has a 
significance, connecting the writer 
with the writing of the ransom letters, 
Stein said. 

Jury Follows Pictures Carefully. 

Eight members of the jury followed 
the pictures carefully. 

Four regarded the pictures casually 
or not at all. 

He pointed out the similarity of 
the word “when,” which was spelled 
“w-e-r-e” in both exhibits, the ran- 
som notes and Hauptmann’s dictated 
writings. 

“In my opinion,” Stein explained 
“the spelling of the word where 
‘w-e-r-e’ is a connection between the 
poe we letters and the Hauptmann 


ting. 

Stein next called the jury’s atten- 
tion to how both the Hauptmann writ- 
ings and are ransom notes “spelled 

He also pointed to the ransom notes’ 
spelling or “anything” as “anyding,” 
as a significant point.

However, after the state 
department of law in a friendly court 
litigation had attempt to halt the 
loan the plans of the regents were ap- 
proved by the supreme court and final 
contracts between the regents and the 
PWA are now being formulated. _ 
Bill Part of Program. 

Speaker Rivers and President Red- 
wine said that they had introduced the 
bill solely because the governor had 
included it with the others in his pro- 
gram. 

Under the terms of the proposal 
the powers of the regents are general- 
ly curtailed and the properties and 
various incomes, including those from 
fees and other revenues, were made 
the properties of the state. In its re- 
cent decision, the supreme court held 
that the board of regents was a sep- 
arate corporation. and that it could 
pledge revenues, other than general 
appropriations, to repay the PWA 
loan. The bill would dissolve the re- 
gents as a separate corporation. 

The bills, which were offered simul- 
taneously in both houses, were refer- 
red to the committees on the state of 
the republic. Representative H. B. 
Edwards, of Lowndes county, is chair- 
man of the house committee, and is ex- 
pected to steer Talmadge legislation 
through that body. Senator Lamar 
Rucker, of Athens, seat of the univer- 


sity, is expected to head the senate| 


committee, although no definite an- 
nouncement has been made regarding 
committees by Senator Redwine. 
Unfamiliar With Measure. 
Members of both the senate and 
house of representatives said that they 
had not been advised of the university

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[Yeomans Leaves Capital 
With Promise of Con- 
gressional Action. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—After a 
Series of conferences with congres- 
sional leaders and departmental heads 
State Entomologist M. 8. Yeomans 
returned to Atlanta today satisfied 
that ample appropriations will be 
forthcoming from congress to combat 
ravages of the screw worm against 


live stock in Georgia and other soutu- 
eastern states, 

While a number of measures have 
already been introduced on the sub- 
ject in both houses, Georgia’s delega- 
tion members have decided to concen- 
trate their attention of the agricul- 
tural department appropriation bill, 
feeling that approval of funds can be 
expedited greater by following that 
course than pressing for a separate 
authorization. Hearings on the bill are 
to start within a few days. 

Representative Malcolm C. Tarver, 
of Dalton, a member of the house 
appropriations body, said today he 
was prepared to ask the committee to 
approve any screw worm fund that 
may be required for eradication and 
educational work. When the commit- 
tee meets to consider the agriculture 
supply bill he will ask to have Mr. 
Yeomans summoned as a_ witness, 
along with experts of the department 
here who have been studying the pest 
for some time. 

Will re N 

Before leaving today Mr. Yeomans 
said that upon getting back to his of- 
fice in Atlanta and before returning 
to Washington he would prepare a 
special report for Judge Tarver set- 
ting forth the needs of the situation 
in the state and making a specific 
recommendation as to the fund to be 
appropriated. On the basis of infor- 
mation now available he estimates 
that $150,000 to $200,000 will be re- 
quired in Georgia alone if live-stock 
owners are to be adequately pro- 
tected. 

The program to be recommended to 
congress, however, will take into ac- 
connt the needs of other southeastern 
states where evidence of screw worm 
activities have been found. 

The state entomologist brought to 
Washington with him a collection of 
some 60 photographs showing graphi- 
cally the damage done in Georgia by 
the pest. All members of congress from 
the southern states were invited to 
see the exhibition. Representative Tar- 
ver was so impressed with the ex- 
hibits that he has asked that they be 
shown to the appropriations commit- 
tee when it comes to consider the 
screw worm appropriations. 

Both Senator Walter F. George and 
Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., of 
Georgia, have taken a leading hand 
in the situation and are pooling their 
efforts with house delegation members 
in pressjng for early relief. 

Conferred With Strong, Bishop.

Strong, chief of the bureau of en-

THE SAAR AGAIN GERMAN 
As anticipated, Sunday’s 


plebiscite in the Saar has re- 
turned that rich and populous ter- 


ritory to Germany by a sweeping 
majority. 

The result is 
gince the population of the Saar 
fs overwhelmingly German, and it 
has been evident for months that 
the voting would favor a return of 
the area to Germany. The nazis 
were not slow to make good use 
of these early prospects of victory 
and staged an intense, although un- 


dercover, campaign of intimidation. 
The leaders of the opposition, and 
the Jews of the Saar, were made 
to realize that if Berlin gained con- 
trol they would soon be headed for 
concentration camps. 

It is not probable, however, that 
the protest of Max Braun, leader 
of the opposition to the nazis, will 
be given serious consideration by 
the League. It is manifest that a 
majority of the people of the Saar 
want to be reunited with Germany, 
and that even if, as charged by 
Braun, the plebiscite was “neither 
free, uninfluenced nor secret,” the 
only effect was a larger majority 
for the nazis. 

There is genuine cause for grati- 
fication, not only in Europe but 
throughout the world, over the re- 
turn of the Saar to Germany. It 
corrects another territorial malad- 
justment resulting from the pro- 
visions of the treaty of Versailles. 
One of the most troublesome of 
these situations, resulting in the 
division of Germany in order that 
the so-called Polish corridor to the 
sea might be created, has been at 
least temporarily eased by recent

A MISTAKEN PROTEST 


Had President 1 ‘of the 
Federation of Labor, been in pos-. 
session of the full facts concerning 
the situation now existing at Ross- 
ville, Ga, and the threats of vio- 
lence prevalent for the past two 
weeks in this mill community, he 
would scarcely have protested Gov- 
ernor Talmadge’s action in calling 
out the militia, or the protest 
would have been couched in less 
objectionable terms. 

Despite the evident seriousness 
of the situation at Rossville, the 
governor deferred calling out the 
state guard when first asked to do 
so by the peace officers of the 
territory affected, until the neces- 
sity for the imposition of martial 
law could be investigated by the 
judge of the superior court of the 
territory affected. 

Only after several days’ delay, 
while matters grew worse instead 
of better, did the governor accede 
to the request of both the sheriff 
and the judge and call out the state 
guard. 2 

Instead of the governor’s action 
being hasty, as charged by Presi- 
dent Green, as “‘an unjustifiable ex- 
ercise of executive power,“ indicat- 
ing bias in favor of the mill own- 
ers,” it was taken reluctantly, and 
only after it had been clearly estab- 
lished that troops were necessary 
to avoid violence and _ probable 
bloodshed, and to safeguard the in- 
alienable right of men and women 
to work when and where they de- 
sire. 

It was for similar reasons that 
the governor called out the state 
guard to put an end to the inex- 
cusable “flying squadrons” that 
spread terror and destruction dur- 
ing the recent nation-wide textile 
strike. For his prompt and firm 
action in meeting this threat to the 
peace of the state, and in upholding. 
the right of American citizens to 
work when and under whatever 
conditions they desire, he received 
widespread and well-merited com- 
mendation. 

The right to strike and the right 
to picket are guaranteed to Ameri- 
can labor, but these two rights 
must not be abused by the intro- 
duction of violence, either for the 
purpose of forcing employers to 


accede to the demands of their em-; 


ployes, or to prevent workmen 
satisfied with their employment 
from continuing at their jobs. 


Regardless of the merits of the 
controversy between the owners of 
the mill at Rossville and the group 
of dissatisfied employes, it is un- 
fair and unjust to criticize the gor - 
ernor for calling out the militia to 
take charge in a situation mani-

He 
says he was treated with unfailing 
courtesy and even when he made at- 
tempts to escape only was punished 
with two or three days’ house arrest, 
usually with a handshake and a “bet- 
ter luck next time.” 

The same sort of story I heard from 
hundreds of others. It is true many 
prisoners went short of food, but 
there was no food in Germany in those 
days and the civilian population itself 
suffered dreadful privat ions. 


New Year’s 
Cards. 


Could you see the New Tear's cards 
of several men now very prominent in 
the world’s affairs you would be sur- 
prised to see the change. For in- 
stance, in 1914, it was “Joseph Pil- 
sudski, editor of The Socialist Work- 
er of Cracow.” Now it is dictator of 
Poland, which he could put on his 
visiting cards if he sports any such 
things. Benito Mussolini was editor 
of the socialist paper Avanti and 
member of the Second Internationale 
of Labor, the socialist internationale. 
Today there isn't a more determined 
foe of socialism in the world than 
the same Benito. Then in 1914 a cer- 
tain Adolph Hitler had a sign up vn 
his house saying: Contract Work in 
House Painting.” The same man is 
now master of Germany and almost 
deified. Kemal Pasha was a colonel 
in the army of the sultan in 1914 and 
languishing in a foul jail for having 
taken part in a plot. Today he is 
Kemal Ataturk, the new title which 
corresponds to “Father of the Turk- 
ish Nation.” 

One could go on. Kyril Romanoff 
commanded an army corps in 1914; 
today he lives in a lonely country 
villa in France and calls himself: czar 
“before God and the conscience of hu- 
manity:“ I don’t know what Stalin 
was doing in 1914, but I have a sus- 
picion it wasn't anything very credit- 
able. Trotsky, always an intellectual 
and a brilliant writer. was editor in 
New York of a Russian paper. 
Strange, isn’t it, that all these fel- 
lows, who are now dictators with cen- 
sorship and violence at their elbow’s 
end, were nearly all editors themselves 
once. It shows you that they know 
that the printed word is a power. It 
is such a power in fact that it will 
sweep all those dictatorships into the 
discard some day.

bad Brady's Health Talk was not 
available in the gay nineties when the 
slickers were getting the simple pro- 
fessors to sign testimonials to efficacy 
of glorified cottage cheese as a “nerve 
tonic.” 

_ Even if some institution should de- 
sire to confer an honorary degree in 
acknowledgment of my philanthropy 
the chances are the degree would. be 
of no practical use. So I have decided 
to endow myself with a new degree 
and I now serve notice that from now 
on my full name is William Brady, 
M. D., D. P. M.—oh, I might affix 
a long string of letters to that, but 
I wish to focus attention particu- 
larly upon the D. P. M. 

I scrutinized the degree carefully 
before I decided to adopt it, for I 
don’t care to tempt the wisecrackers 
more than I can help. Even so, I 
expect to receive a hundred messages 
giving the three or four possible in- 
terpretations of the meaning of these 
letters. They actually mean Doctor 
of Preventive Medicine. 

Every doctor in actual practice 
practices preventive medicine. I know 
of no doctor who limits his practice to 
preventive medicine.

People are too dumb to recognize the 
value of preventive medieine — the 
economic value. They hate like the 
deuce to pay a doctor who doesn't 
hand em a keg of medicine or some- 
thing equally tangible, and so no 
doctor can afford to limit his prac- 
tice, to specialize in preventive medi- 
cine. 

My own practice—such as it is— 
purports to be exclusively preventive 
medicine. As a matter of fact most 
of my time is taken up explaining to 
the Yankees and the Scotch and child- 
minded correspondents that I cannot 
diagnose or prescribe for their mala- 
dies or complaints without examina- 
tion. Saying this a thousand. times a 
week, sometimes I get peevish and 
say it with a sneer. Then a lot more 
of my time is taken up explaining to 
the editor or publisher that I didn't 
mean to offend the blighter but

Hague Court Upholds

THE HAGU Jan. 14.—()— 
While the United States supreme court 
has the question of gold bond interest 
payments under review, a Hague court 
today upheld the right of two Nether- 
abrogate the 
gold clause in $40,000,000 debenture 
issues. f 

The court upheld a lower court's 
judgment in favor of the Royal Dutch 
Oil Company and the Bataafsche Com- 
panie which opposed efforts of a bond- 
holders’ committee to obtain payment 
of interest on the 4 per cent issues 
in gold dollars. The decision can be 
appealed to a higher court. 

The court in question said its de- 
cision was based on the 
similar cases and ruled interest was 
collectable only at the variable dollar 
rate. 

The tribunal made a distinction be- 
tween provisions specifying “payable 
at New York” and “collectable at the 
holders’ choice in various stated Euro- 
pean centers,” including Amsterdam. 

In the case of the Royal Dutch 
Company, the court ruled there was 
no independent obligation to pay at 
Amsterdam and that payments only 
had to be made at New York. 


Miami-N. Y. Mark 
Set by EAL Plane 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—(/)—<Aver- 
aging 183 miles per hour, an Eastern 
Air Lines passenger plane today set 
a new Miami to New York record, 
racing the 1,200 miles in 6 hours 34 
minutes and 20 seconds 

Twelve passengers were carried in 
the plane, a Douglas airliner, with 
Diek Merrill, pilot, and E. A. Barber, 
so-pilot. The time made was two 
hours faster than any previous flight 
by the lines. 

The ship left Miami at 10:18 a. m.

“The reich’s government can ac- 
complish the reincorporation in the 
shortest time,” Frick declared. “Ac- 
cording to the report of Baron Pom- 
peo Aloisi to the League of Nations 


couneil December 3, 1934, a minimum

That is quite sufficient for us and 
need not.be extended. The reich gov- 
ernment furthermore is willing to en- 
ter negotiations wth. France concern- 
ing possible questions of commercial 
policy. that may present themselves.”

Calmly, and with the poise of one 
who feels he has vast resources to 
draw upon, the interior minister re- 
plied :

Ordinary Contention That 
States’ Right Were Be- 
ing Infringed Rumored. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—()— 
The government won preliminary and 
minor victories in two federal-state 
cases today when the supreme court 
reversed the 1 contention that 
states’ rights were being infringed. 

West Virginia and Arizona were 
given until April 1 by the court to 
reply to the complaint of the United 
States that the states had thrust il- 
legal obstructions in the way of gov- 
ernment projects. The court today per- 
mitted the government to file its com- 
plaint. 

Arizona recently declared martial 
law and ordered out troops to stop 
construction of Parker dam by the 
United States. . 

The federal power commission and 
West Virginia and a number of power 
companies have had an extended ar- 
gument over the commission’s right to 
control hydro-electric developments on 
the Kanawha river. 7 

The Electro-Metallurgical and the 
New Kanawha Power Companies, of 
Glen Ferris, W. Va., and the Union 
Carbide & Carbon Corporation, of New 
York city, were named along with 
West, Virginia in the show-cause ac- 


tion. 
Jurisdiction Claimed. 

The government claims it has ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over the power de- 
velopments on the two rivers and 
bases that assertion on its control of 
navigable streams. 

West Virginia, in refusing to recog- 
nize the authority of the power com- 
mission, declared the rivers are. non- 
navigable.. The state also challenges 
the validity of the federal water power 
act. It granted permission to the New 
Kanawha Power Company to con- 
struct a hydro-electric power project 
at Hawks Nest on New river. 

That company and the Electro-Me- 
tallurgical Power Company, which is 
now completing the work, are con- 
trolled by the United Carbide and 
Carbon Company. 

Arizona, in rebuttal to the govern- 
ment, insists the United States has en- 
croached on its authority and that no 
further work should be done on Parker 
dam, which is near the Boulder dam 
on the Colorado river, until an agree- 
ment has been reached for the use of 
water at Parker dam for power de- 
velopment and. irrigation.. oe. 

Fails to Act. 

The court failed to act on Tom 
Mooney’s plea for permission to file 
habeas corpus proceedings to obtain 
his release from the California prison 
where he is serving a life sentence for 
the 1916 Preparedness Day ‘bombing 
in San Francisco. 

The court has another opinion day 
next Monday before it takes a two 
week recess, and general opinion was 
that the Mooney case would receive 
attention before this holiday. 

In a five to four decision, the court 
today sustained West Virginia’s ac- 
tion in imposing a chain store tax on 
gasoline filling stations. 

The court also agreed to take up a 
Texas case which involves the claim 
that the state has denied negroes the 
right to vote. 

R. R. Grovey,.of Harris county, 
Texas, a negro, claimed he was da- 
prived of the right to vote in the 
democratic state primaries in 1934. 
The court will review the case.

Also at today’s 
conference were Harvey Traband, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the league, and 
Leo J. Bondy, an attorney. Bondy 
is treasurer of the New York Gidnts 
but said he was representing “out- 
side interests.” 

FINANCES TANGLED. 

The conferees did not reveal detuils 
of the financial entanglements of the 
Boston club. which led to the action 
of the Gaffney estate, owners of 
Braves field, in cancelling the base- 
ball lease. It was understood, how- 
ever, that the ball club was substan- 
tially in arrears on the rent. The 
lease had until 1946 to run. 

After Fuchs made it plain he is 
no way connected with the dog racing 
venture, Frick talked by telephone 
with Tom Yawkey, millionaire presi- 
dent @f the Red Sox, and was told 
very emphatically that the Sox are 
not interested in a proposal to share 
their grounds with their National 
league rivals. 

The dog racing issue has kept Na- 
tional league circles in a turmoil all 
during the off season. At their meet- 
ing here last month, the club owners 
went on record as being unanimously 
opposed to using their baseball parks 
for ventures where gambling is per- 
mitted. r

With such men as Sunny Jim Bot- 
tomley, Tony Piet and Gordon Slade 
to beate out for positions it is of 
course not regarded as sure by any 
means that all the members of this 
kid infield will win their spurs, but 
local fans are reading and rereading 
the lads’ respective pedigrees with the 
hope which springs eternal in the 
breasts of baseball fans. 

Mize, latest and most expensive ac- 
quisition, comes to the Reds largely 
by virtue of the spectacularly success- 
ful season enjoyed by Rip Collins, 
Cardinal first baseman, in 1934.

My Cookery

the meat course of the meal, 
PREPARING DINNER 
ON “CLUB” DAY. 

Have you ever had the last few 
hands of bridge at an afternoon party 
absolutely ruined because one of the 
players was mentally preparing din- 
ner? I mean that she was worrying 
about what her family would get for 


dinner that night—if anything—and 


she simply could not keep her mind on 
the cards. 

I have suffered through such games 
and instead of being annoyed at the 
harried housewife, I felt sorry for her. 
It is a simple matter to plan “hurry- 
up meals“ which will require little 
time. I will let you in on one of the 
secrets which will make meal planning 
easy. It is simply this—start the 
menu by deciding what you will have 
for the meat course. 

Quickly Prepared Cuts. 

That point settled, let’s consider the 
cuts which may be easily and quickly 
prepared. Chops and steaks auto- 
matically come to mind, but why stop 
there? We might have some broil 
ham, or baked hash, made from left- 
over, (If there isn’t time to bake the 
hash it may be quickly browned in a 
skillet on the top of the stove.) 

Broiled frankfurters are delicious. 
Split them and spread mustard on the 
cut edges before broiling. Why not 
have liver patties, which can 
shaped and wrapped with bacon in 
advance and ready for the final 
browning. 

With the meat course settled the 
vegetables and salad almost suggest 
themselves. Left-over boiled potatoes 
might be creamed or made into hot 
potato salad in which case the regular 
salad course could be omitted. Keep 
a bowl of cooked rice on hand and use 
it as your starchy vegetable. 

Simple Dessert and Salad. 

For the hastily prepared dinner plan 
a salad which can be made in ad- 
vance so that all it will need at the 
last minute is to be turned out of 
the mold, garnished and brought to 
the table. I was thinking of a jellied 
salad, but the ingredients for a fruit 
salad might be combined in the morn- 
ing and mixed with the salad dressing 
a few minutes before serving. 

Simple desserts are becoming more 
and more popular, so let’s have cooked 
or fresh fruit and cookies or cake to 
finish this meal. If you are having a 
mixed fruit salad as I just suggested 
you might serve cookies or wafers 
with it and let it serve the purpose of 
a combination salad-dessert. 

Suggestions. 

This menu is just a suggestion for a 
dinner which can be prepared and 
served in a very short time. 

Broiled Ground Steak 
Fried Rice 
Cole Slaw 
Chilled Pears Cookies 


Broiled Ground Steak. 


One and one-half pounds steak. 3-4 
—! salt, pepper, prepared mus- 
tard. 

Season the ground beef well with 
salt and pepper. Take one-half the 
meat and pat into a round, shallow 
pan. Spread with prepared mustard; 
then put rest of meat on top. Put in 
a hot broiler. Sear well and when 
brown turn and sear the other side 
just as a steak, using a spatula to 
turn it so that it will not break. 
Allow about 30 minutes to cook well 
done and 18 to 20 minutes to cook 


rare. 
Fried Rice. 

Shape cold cooked rice into balls one : 
inch in diameter and fry in deep lard’ 
until delicately brown. Drain, and 
serve with meat. 

Since broiled meats are so easy to 
prepare and require a relative short 
time to cook, they are always a stand- 
by for the meal which has to be 
served in a few minutes. Your family 
may this menu.
